Univerrtty 
of Monat<eal, which -was formerly known 
as Laval,' received a stagcrertng blow 
Isfft Saturday nighl, when fire d»- 
•troy«d lbs large buildinf on St, Denis 
Street. . Oean. BMcett of the Medical! 
Pacuhy of McCîlll has spoken to Pr. 
Boucher, the acting dean of ^he «uni- 
department at the Montreal Univer- 
sity, and has offered him the aymiratSiy 
of our oolloge ami what aselatance It 
may bo able to offer. ' 

"Hie imposing building . was oon- 
struoted tn IStNi, and was modern in all 
dettdls. It ' housed «he Kacultlea of 
•I.«rw, Modieine and Pharmacy. At the 
time o the fire, about 200 students were 
In the edliXoe, as some elections were 
taking plaxse. About ».15 the first 
w-aming of the ca'^trophe whldh fol- 
lowed waa ,given. The building «-as 
soon • cleared, and In twority minutes

The cause of the fire is not yet 
definitely known,, but it 's thouglrtthat 
it was due either to, a *toort circuit in 
the elevaitoi'- shaft or to apontaneous 
combustion. However,, it coon eptvad 
to tlie Ohemioai Laboratory on tlie 
third floor. • /, ' • 

During the fire, Ure jwof fell into tSie 
cellar, oanrylng the ground floors with 
it. Part, of the rear wall also fell In, 
but the frohj waW, which was of very 
heavy consti-uctton, wws left Intact. An 
explosion in the chemical laboratory 
blw of part of the:tx>of, and this room 
burned an ihour or -iiiaiv-dflar^é re«t 
the fire, was uôtt«-Iwi«wi;i;:;.The 
aamago Is ul^kno^vn,■^^iH^■^^^ [Si^ 
^-aj comparatively *«ill,'"înïiaer«" -will 
b« almost a complete Joss. For a time 
the fire bbreatened 'to eproad to the 
small church of "Our Ijady of Lourdes," 
whloh Is rttua/ted on St. Cathe«1ne 
Street, JusJ in the i car of the destroyed 
building. The firemen, however, pro 
tecled this, and \v^A\e It received 
damage from fire, it was damaged by 
water. 

There was a movement on foot çomo 
tlmo ago to erect a new structure on 
I-iaonitalne Park. Tftc authorities com- 
municated wKh Sir Lomer Gouin, in- 
qulrtng if the 'Province ivould help out 
In .th-e erecUon. The Sulpldan Fathers 
-h«ui donated IS.OOCOOO toward this end, 
and other subscriptions netted *T5,000, 
No declcion was arrived at. 

There were twenty i-aJuabla polnt- 
inga in thf building, and it is thought 
that -at least half of these\ have i>een 
destroyed. On the foupcti flowr was 
situated the Pathological ^.uaoum wltli 
mrahy-.valual>h- "«poolmemt. Including 
somo -waJc representations' of skin 
diseases. ■ It is not known liottr Ixidly 
this waa damaged, but It poasiblo 
that some of the collection wUl be 
saved. Roth the Law apd ^Medloat' 
llbrarlei had man'y old and iM'loeiatg 
volume^ on the' shelves; ~ These were 
pnJteCted'-wHh- linoleum, and the dam- 
'afe.'done has not yet been estimated. 
Tiie Law library was %-aIued àt J120,000, 
but many of the books and monu 
ijcrtpas at^ of 'auchi an age and nafture 
that theyoÀhnot bé valtiàtèd.' '

tho,8ulptoiafl Hbrary on St. Denis 
Slrecit will be used. Thé elicmicul 
•laboratory cIc^j-m n-iil Ijo held in the 
Polytechnic School on th- tsome street. 
Both of these- ^irfldlngs-.are situnted 
near the destroj-ed eèlUcè. •

The news thai one of the main buildings of the University of 
Montreal, formerly known as Laval, was destroyed by fire Saturday 
night will li*' received with profound regret by all interested in the 
cause of education. Coming as it docs at the height of the aca- 
demic sca.son, it is especially unfortunate, and the Undergraduates 
of McCiill will undoubtedly unite to cxi)rcss their sincere sympathy 
• wiUj their fellow students at our .sister University. Dr. Birkctt, 
(Icaii of thc'McGill Medical faculty, has alrca<fy offered his sym- 
' pathy and ah.>.istance. 0 ^ 
iic* {'The building, situated on St. Denis street, just south of St. 
Catherine, contained the Faculties of l.aw, Medicine and Pharmacy, 
a»^< was a familiar and imposing landmark. It is fortunate that 
although (here were ;;omc two hundrcd'studcnts present at the time, 
tlicfc were no fatalities. *. . 

J Apart from the monetary loss, which is thought to be large, as 
the building is only partly insured, the students are deprived of 
acccfpimodatioiis and they will jtndoubtcdly receive a severe setback 
in their studies. , . . 

One of the most unfortun.nte Veï.ults of this disastrous confla- 
gration is the destrtiction of many irreplaceable records and books, 
as well as many valuable pathological specimens. It is thought, 
^î^^however, that a great pari of the library, owing to the books being

It Is extremely unfortunate but ap- 
parotnly none the less human that 
when a man begins to speak he Ilka- 
wise begins to be misunderstood. I*hi8 
I think is true, even though that mis- 
understanding be ever 60 slight. Sel- 
dom indeed arc wo ever able to por- 
tray to other minds exactly and accu- 
rately the Idea which we ourselvca 

POBtiCBS. 

It will tbeA be admitted I thiuk, that 
wo are all so liable to raisundcratand- 
Ing, and my good friend .Mr. Walter 
and myself are by no means excoi- 
t\cb Therefore before blaming him 
for what I might consider indiscré- 
tion and haéty Judgment, I am pro; 
l;n.-cd to admit that I may not have 
mado sufficiently clear to him Just for 
wji£t things this Bible. Study of ouie 
stands. Perhaps I miglit have taken 
a little more pains in making this 
plaintTr an^jimbreypreclBe. However, 
at the (Imorr'nconBldored that I had 
given a fairly concise exposition of 
tho attitude of this now Bible Study 
campaign. 

In the first place Mr. Walter yvas 
correctly Informed as to the nature 
and purpose of the. studies — namely a 
free and open dlBcusalon of tho life of 
Jesus froçi tho most reliablo source 
available, the synoptic gospels of the 
Now Testament. All men of free and 
independent thought were to bo cor 
dially Invited. ' 

Mr. Walter then quotes me as say 
ing that "agnoticism, scepticism and 
atheism . were due to three ^ main 
causes: 

1— Ignorance. 2— Vacuity of brain 
matter. 3— Prejudice. 

a statement at once so abeurd and un- 
roasonablo that the individual who 
made it pQUld only be ,rc<;oji)mended to 
sanatariiim. Nevertheless this is tho 
statemcpt.that .1 am supposed to have 
made, according to tho report ot the 
matter In Tuesday's "Dally." Mr. 
Walter, I am afraid obtained that sen- 
tence from tho McOlll "Dally" report 
and not from my Hps. 

Whai l actually did say was that 
much of the cynicism that we encoun- 
ter in relation to Biblo Study was duo 
to those three factors. No doubt I 
should have made this slateraent of 
mine a little clearer. Moreover I did 
say and still say that such .cynlcisiu, 
as most cynicism, is pathological, nn 
unhealthy coiidltion o thilnd of a tran- 
sient nature. This statement is found- 
ed on my own personal observation. 

Now as far as scepticism, agnostic- 
ism and atheism are concerned, we 
are dealing with quite different atti- 
tudes. These, when thoy are true 
and honest, in other words the result 
of solid independent thinking, can I 
beileve be nothing else than construc- 
tive.. Because tliey are the outcome 
of thinking thqir should be regardfd 
as signs of progresslvo mental de- 
velopment. Howcevr. and this is the 
crux of the misunderstanding, I tio 
want to differentiate tliat true and 
healthy scepticism from tbat false and 
superficial scepticism which Is not 
based upon independent thinking, but 
la merely the assumptibu of ipen who 
co n vw tl onaliy pretend to more Int'el- 
ww**^ depth (ban tbey possess. 
No "tey ^ lilj ^ft jBA^I y^ ^ for uot 
makmfftntS^iluuncuo^^ hon- 
est and dishonest scepticism, clear 
'enough. This. distinction I feel con- 
fident Mr. Walter will appreciate. 

Now it was agreed this shallow 30- 
called variety of scepticism that I 
levelled that challenge of Monday 
night. In these Bible Study courses 
wc asked only an open mind and a 
free discussion. Such a course could 
only appcal^to open -minded men. 
Whether the man who boars this chil- 
ion^o responds or not, \^ill I think 
sufficiently indicate the depth or ^bo 
shallowness of. his eccptlcisni. 
■ Probably upon • these points Mr.. 
Walter will agree yfhh me. But later 
un he declares tbat agnosticism or any 
other Ism has nothlnj; whatever to do 
with the scientific study of Jesus. I 
cannot hero agree with hlin. I be- 
lieve that the man who lu truly agnos- 
tic or athclatlc, etc., has reached that 
attitude through his own.> independent 
thought. Being then a free thinker 
ho would naturally accept tfce oppor- 
tunity to express freely bis thought 
in company with others on a matter 
which has been the perpetual centre 
of scepticism, namely the life of Jesys. 
For this reason', I repeat, scepticism 
has a çreat deal to do with such a 
study of Jesus. The very fact that 
I am a «cepUc myself, has motivated 
mc to undertake this study. 

.Mr. Walter next considers thoao 
mislnterpretated remarks of mine an 
insblt to any mind more liberal than 
my own. No* J am qujte willing to 
^uimlt that my mind is by no moans as 
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UtHual. aa> I aliiiuld Ilka It tci,;l>«^ 
I^emthelen '6o ojOieiv pienum'm«di& 
Mr. Walter ;i)at.espre«sed to me tills 
Jeeilnff of insult which I am supposed 
to have incurred. Am I lead to con- 
cludo then that Mr. Walter and mysclt 
are tho tifp ^most'lll^erat minds in the 
university; and' that Mr. Walter i» the 
only mind more Ube^I.than my çwn'.' 
fi'icb a concluc-on seems ^d-Uclently 
t'Dsuid. But i' I have throogh any 
Intli^cretlon InsuUcI such Individuals 
I am frfinkly âo-ry. They vera the 
last I would have innulted ha-l I meant 
to insult any one. 

Finally with «regard to the courses 
outlined, Mr. Walter apparently sees 
a contradiction in terms between ' a 
scientific study of Jesus and the in- 
structive melbotlt.'O^ ''^onlhS- In 
study phen'oiiÛénB''scienilflcalIy Ve 'do 
not pilings Into the. study with pre- 
conceived ideas, and blasses. Wc 
would then observe only what wo 
wanted to observe'.' In thia new me- 
thod we endeavor to obâerve for our- 
selves first and base our conceptions 
upon' those observations. This is 
the method' adopted by Sbarroann in 
his book of Jesus in the Records. 
Sharman gives no information, be 
merely asks questions wblcb the stu- 
dent endeavors to answer by bis ob- 
servations. * ;i 

Mr. Walter asks 'whether these^ 
courses are then to be logical discus- 
sions of the life of a great man or a 
University Sunday School governed Ly 
the orthodox ot tho narrowest type. 
I leave him to infer from the above 
remarks, and previous statements of 
mine in tfie McOlll "Daily,", the an- 
swer which should bo sutticiontly Â)- 
vlous.

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. THE NEW ORDER. 

The routine of collège life Is In full 
swing— our lectures have become such 
intimate guides to our llfo that wo 
rush or stroll to them without a glomie 
at tho complicated time-table which 
worried us with sudden discoveries of 
uncongenial ^limits,, to our' coming in. 
and going out di^rlng (ho first tow 
weeks. of the.îçrth;.our Mlendaucc at. 
tho gymnasium for. a class or for 
drcsslni^ for .the campus has also fitted 
Into a .routine In which crowded mo- 
ments in the labyrinth of tho library, 
or hurried arrangements of social 'en-' 
gagcments manage to flnd limltcd-^ati' 
tentlon. At the clinic, at tbo l«ture, 
over tho foolscap .minor interests of ■ 
rugby or dancing Jostle our more'âcH' 
demie Ideas;, aiid at the dance or In 
the gymnasium the spectre ot oxaniH' 
nation or essays or rei)ortB casts a 
rapid shadow over our pIcaBure.. Wc 
aro forcing upon ourselves, elthffr cbn- 
Bciously.or unconsciously, a system 'bt 
organization, and from this orgdiilzk- 
tion spring our habits which detormhio' 
tho trend of our season's work." ""It 
would Bceni that all the limitàtlôils 
which tho fullness ot college life au- 
tomatically determines, would pre- 
clude the atetntipn of àny new Interest, 
However^ there remains a scriouH 
omission in our life this term^ The 
old traditions- are openly broken and 
occasionally ' consciously flaunted. 
There are traditions In dress which 
arc perhaps wisely forgotten, for thu 
influence ot military lite has brought 
to the walking-stick and to the mou- 
■stache a now tolerance. There aro 
little regulations about wbere under- 
graduates go,N and 'where they cannot 
go. In.thet New 'Arts Building espe- 
cially, the majority who have formed 
its acquaintance this year have un- 
fortunately, broken almost every re-' 
BUlation that the Xievana Council and 
Concursus had ever formulated and 
enforced, especially in. regard to tho 
use of -the stairs and in regard to 
smoking. . The corridors, this term, 
have frequently seen' members of iho 
Arts Society and of Levana in earnest 
conversation. : . Wo do. not know if tho 
post-graduates and post-mortems of 
the other faculties bave fount as con- 
sistent a breach of regulations or not. 
But University traditions Include cus- 
toms of apparently mintite importance, 
and.we suspect that the dock list tor 
the various courts is not . nearly as 
long as the general conduct ot the 
undergraduate body would lead us to 
expect. ... -.n; , 

It may seem thatiwe are empbasiz- 
In gvery insignificant detallB^but the 
fact refnains-thftt our resàrd to many 
so-called Insignificant details, and aa 
long a stbesc^ laws remain their breach 
Weakens the authority of the courts. 
The retention of head-gear In a place 
where custom demands the respect ut 
a' bared head may seem a trivial thing 
but it is, in tact, the Infringement 
of a regulation punishable by due pro- 
cess of stiident law. . There Is alto- 
Kcthor too much blatant individualism 
in nmiinoi'B. In the balls of tbe' Alma' 
Mater. Tho University buildings are 
not on consecrated ground, but their 
precincts demand a regftrd to custom 
which is, in its own small way, similar 
to the reverence given In a religious 
building. 

, We rcspectfuUy call the attention 
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of the minor officers of tlio court» to 
this matter. la Is poaslljU; that cer- 
tain modifications in custom arc rcslr- 
able— although many sudden and con- 
temporary changes are never desir- 
able. We Would also suggest that the 
apparent Ignorance among a largo 
body of the students of tho offences 
punishable by tbe student cou.ta 
should be obviated by the publtcallua 
by éach society of tho more oby.ioiis 
customs. which it expects its members 
toifoHoVi ^ This is cspccl^ig^trué in 
tfia''!SrlSrraculty where thclr^cOTnec- 
tlon with co-cducatlon has contributed 
to a more elaborate system of detail 
than is necessary In tho purely male 
faculties. Recently a student strolled 
from a reading room through the cor- 
ridor and thence outside with a hat on 
and with a cigarette in his mouth; a 
man w,ho could not nianugo to carry 
these two articles Ih his hand for the 
space ot the tew seconds necessary, 
titAordlng to the immémorial usaso of 
the Society ot which hè Is a new mchi- 
bcr (for even a senior is new compared 
to the age of our customs and tradl- ' 
lions), is not very likely to train him- 
self tor upholding the athletic stan- 
dard ot tho University, nor. as en ' 
alumnus in tho future to deny his prl-'j 
vatc purse for the sake of, the Aliita 
Mater in whoso mombcrsblp ho ha:i 
been admitted. The college disclp- 1 
line should not have to be enforced] 
physically to. any great extent, for il 
is the discipline of the Alma Malcr, 
and obedience to one's mother Is a 
much more willing and almost sacrui 
thing than the dréad ot possible pun- 
ishment can make it.
